lished, the Public was mformed oftthe damage 
sustained by Letters sent to England, in the Ovei- 
land Mails, owing to the use of Sealing-wax, when 
it was earnestly recommended that, in all possible 
cases, Letters fur that conveyance, should be 
closed with wafers. “This practice, it would ap- 
pear, has not been generally adopted, seeing that 
a farther representation has been made by the 
Home Post Office Authorities to the Honwble the 
Court of Directors, of the torn and mutilated state 
in which numerous Letters had reached London 
by a late Overland Mail from India, owing to the 
melting of the avax used in sealing them and their 
consequent adhesion to eother Letters, It has, 
therefore, pleased the Right Hon’ble the Governor 
of Bengal to direct that a fresh Notice be pub- 
lished, cautioning the Public against the use of 
Sealing-wax, as regards Letters for transmission 
by the Overland Mails. And it is accordingly, 
hereby, strongly enjoined that, in closing such 


Letters in future, wafers may be used in every 
possible case instead of Sealing-wax.

Whereas by Act XIII. of 1840 the Provisions 
of the Statute 4, Geo. EV. C. 83, as altered and 
amended by the Statute 6, Geo. IV. C. 94, were 
extended to the ‘Territories of the Kast India 
Company, in cases governed by Inglish Law; and 
whereas by the Statute 5 and 6, Victoria C. 39, 
the said Statute 6, Geo. LV. C. 94, is altered and 
amended, and the Provisions thereof are extended: 

It is hereby enacted, that the Statute 5 and 6, 
Victoria C. 39, as altered by this Act, shall froin 
aud afier the passing of this Act, be extended to 
the Territories of the East India Company; pro-

Kingdom of Great Britain, which will come into 
operation on the Ist of the ensuing month of

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Tolas, the maximuin weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that 
letters be not allowed to exceed that werght, to 
prevent the inconvenience of their being refused 
at the Post Office. 


The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, linitted to Letters transmitted in the

DAMAGED OVERLAND LETTERS. 
[* August 1840 by a Notice, repeatedly pub- 

lished, the Pubhe was informed of the damage 
sustamed by Lettera sent to England, in the Over- 
laud Mails, owing to the use of Scaling-wax, when 
it was earnestly recommended that, in all possible 
cases, Letters for that conveyance, should be 
closed with wafers. This practice, it would ap- 
pear, has not been generally adopted, seeing that 
a further representation has been made by the 
Home Post Office Authorities to the Hon’ble the 
Court of Directors, of the torn and mutilated state 
in which numerous Letters had reached London 
by a late Overland Mail from India, owing to the 
melting of the wax used in sealing them and their 
consequent adhesion to other Letters. It has, 
therefore, pleased the Right Hon’ble the Governor 
of Bengal to direct that @ fresh Notice be pub- 
lished, cautioning the Public against the use of 
Sealing-wax, as regards Letters for transmission 
by the Overland Mails. And jt is accordingly, 
hereby, strongly enjomed that, in closing such 
Letters in future, wafers may be used in every 
possible casé mstead of Scaling-wax.

General of India in Council, on the 26th October 
1844, is hereby promulgated for general informa- 
tion. 


Acr No. XX. or 1844. 


An Act to amend the Lave relating to Advances 
loua fide made fs Ayents intrusted with Guods 
by extending to the Territories of the Eust India 
Company in cases governed by English Law, the 
Provisions of the Statute 5 and 6 Victoria C. 39, 
as allareds by this Act. 


Whereas by Act XIIL. of 1840 the Provisions 
of the Statute 4, Geo. 1V. C. 83, a5 altered and 
amended by the Statute 6, Geo, IV. C. 94, were 
extended to the Territories of the Teast Tudia 
Company, in cases governed by English Law; and 
whereas by the Statute 5 and 6, Victoria C, 39, 
the suid Statute 6, Geo. IV. C. 94, is altered and 
amended, and the Provisions thereof are extended: 


Tt is hereby enacted, that the Statute 5 and 6, 
Victorian C. 38, as altered by this Act, shall from 
and after the passing of this Act, be extended to 
the ‘Tormtories of the Hast India Company; pro- 
vided always, that this Act shall not be construed 
to afflict any case which would vot have been

sustained by Letters sent to England, in the Ovel- 
land Mails, owing to the use of Sealing-wax, when 
it was earnestly recommended that, in all possible 
cases, Letters for that conveyance, should be 
closed with wafers, This practice, it would ap- 
pear, has not been generally adapted, seeing that 
a further representation has been made by the 
Home Post Office Authorities to the Hou’ble the 
Court of Directors, of the torn and mutilated state 
in which numerous Letters had reached London 
by a late Overland Mail from India, owitfg to the 
melting of the wax used in sealing them and their 
consequent adhesion to other Letters. It has 
therefore, pleased the Right Hon'ble the Governor 
of Bengal to direct that a fresh Notice be pub- 
lished, cautioning the Public against the use 0 
Sealing-wax, as regards Letters for transmission 
by the Overland Mails. And it is accordingly:
